ciation on business topics. He went out of his way 
to falsely malign the character of an association guest 
and co-worker. He impugned the business integrity 
of this guest. The latter’s friends became incensed 
and the executive committee of the association decided 
to take action. They called upon the guest to recite 
the true facts. When these were presented the mem- 
bers of the committee apologized individually and col- 
lectively -for the insult offered by Mr. Norvell. They 
requested the guest, who is the editor of THE AmEr- 
ICAN ARTISAN, to appear before the association at the 
next meeting and tell the true version. Mr. Norvell 


made no effort to defend himself. He did not apol- 
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ogize. Like a dog he takes his kick and runs and 
plays. 

There were present at this denunciation of Mr. Nor- 
vell three other members of the Joint Committee—E. 
M.Bush, M. L. Corey and T. James Fernley—also the 
Executive Committee of the Association and S. E. 
Norvell himself. The denunciation was just. Three 
members of the Joint Committee know it was just. 


Years of work, years of unrewarded effort will not 
undo the lasting injury Mr. Norvell and other jobbers 
brought about by selling to the catalogue houses be- 
fore these latter changed their base of supply. This 
work should be unrewarded. The contrary is true. 
Mr. Norvell secured a good business with good prof- 
its before the catalogue houses turned to the manu- 
facturers. Now he is enriching himself by notcriety 
gained in the pose: “I am your true friend, Mr. Re- 
tailer. I have the power. I have the brains. Come, 
pat me on the back. Let me smooth your hair, and 
then, by the way, don’t forget that my house is the 
jobbing house. I am destroying your enemies. I am 
your friend.” And meanwhile, his sponsors, the re- 
maining jobbers, more loyal, less traitorous, are 
crowding the wings of the dramatic stage, grinding 
their teeth over the unfair advantage taken by their 
colleague. 

Instead of returning profits obtained by selling to 
catalogue houses, Mr. Norvell adds to his pile. In- 
stead of working sincerely with and for the other 
jobbers, he knifes them in the back. Instead of using 
tactics, tried by retailers in days gone by and proved 
effective, Mr. Norvell pushes schemes of his own— 
foolhardy, radical, individual, bull-in-the-china-shop 
schemes—that demoralize trade conditions, make ene- 
mies, do not conciliate manufacturers, wreak irrepar- 
able injury. 

Many manufacturers have had cause to question 
Mr. Norvell’s ethical standards. So contemptible was 
his conduct that at the recent Washington conventions 
the Executive Committee of the National Hardware 
Association—his own organization—called upon him 
to apologize to at least two manufacturers. Mr. Nor- 
vell can apologize when’ forced to. When apology 
depends upon his own sense of decency, it comes not. 

Let us quote from Mr. Williams’ letter, “Your pres- 
ent attitude toward the whole movement is an enigma 
and we wonder on receiving each issue who is to be 
favored next with your attack.” We-have tried to 
be plain. We devoted over two pages recently to a 
denunciation of the boycott as applied to manufac- 
turers of hardware. We have shown, we believe, that 
we are not in favor of unnatural restriction of out- 
put. We have taken the stand in favor of the educa- 
tion as against the deception of the retailer. Few will 
imagine that we enthusiastically sympathize with 
Messrs. Norvell and Fernley. We have never spoken 
in enigmas. We have not. changed front. Sincere 
friends of the hardware trade need have no cause for 
apprehension. But let the Machiavels squirm. In ac- 
cordance with our policy we will attack any one who 
proves disloyal to our friends, the retailers. We don’t 
stand for graft, nor for disloyalty. We don’t disturb 
the little fish. Our policy is clear. 

We call attention to these two communications be- 
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cause of their utter singularity—because they are en- 
tirely different from any received heretofore. Our 
mail has never been so heavy, our new subscriptions 
never so numerous. THE AMERICAN ARTISAN was 
never so influential nor so powerful as to-day. With 
a tremendous gain in advertisements, with many ad- 
ditional subscribers, with almost every old advertising 
contract and subscription blank renewed, it is evident 
that our stand strikes the popular judgment. It is evi- 
dent that retailers are loyal, that.they realize we are 
loyal. While our fight was instituted not to increase 
our subscription lists but to right a wrong, it seems we 
have aided ourselves unconsciously. 

THE AMERICAN ARTISAN did more than any other 
person or paper in forming the retail hardware associa- 
tions. It is still their best friend. It is not well to 
yield implicit faith to the man that constantly brings 
honey and sugar. We are the best friends of the 
retailers, just as Secretary Taft was the hest friend 
of the Republican party in denouncing “Boss” Cox. 
In challenging, not fawning, we are more loyal to 
the retail associations than ever before. In endeavor- 
ing to stop the breach lest the whole structure be un- 
dermined, we call for the support of every true, far- 
sighted friend of the retail hardware dealer. 








RANDOM SKETCHES. 





BY SIDNEY ARNOLD. 

One speaks of imagination as a property belonging 
exclusively to poets, theorists, artists, theologs and all 
the other professional beings who belong to the think- 
ing rather than the acting world. If an applicant for 
a business position should write that his imaginative 
faculties were developed to a remarkable degree, he 
would probably find himself automatically transferred 
from a clean-swept floor to the dust-strewn pavement. 
Modern dictum declares that imagination is quite 
proper and perhaps necessary for the thinking realms, 
but decidedly unnecessary and, in fact, undesirable for 
the hardware sanctum. 

On the contrary, I maintain an imagination is the 
real distinction between man and animal. A century 
or more ago, people distinguished between man and 
animal by declaring that men could use tools and that 
animals could not. Man was called the tool-using ani- 
mal. Since then research in Africa and stories by ex- 
plorers have shown that numerous animals use tools, 
including our Simian cousins. Scientists now main- 
tain that animals can think only in the concrete, while 
men can think both in the concrete and the abstract. 
Men can form ideas of the future, which are absolute- 
ly impossible for animals. For instance, men can lay 
plans. They can decide to work and get the reward 
that accrues from honest effort. On the other hand, 
suppose a dog has been tatight certain tricks. He 


‘knows how to sit on his hind legs and beg for food. 


He knows that after he has sat up he will get a reward, 
but the dog cannot think in the abstract. He cannot 
lay plans. He cannot say to himself, “All right, I 
will sit on my hind legs and then master will give me 
some cake.” He simply knows that sitting on his 
hind legs is always accompanied by a pleasurable sen- 
sation, and he does sit on his hind legs for this reason. 

You may think that I am a little bit off the track 
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in attempting to force psycho!ogy into my weekly talk 
about hardware topics. Not a bit of it! The same 
difference between a man and a dog is reflected in a 
minor degree by that between successful retailers of 
hardware and unsuccessful. The successful retailer 
knows how to think in the abstract, while the faculty 
seems impossible for the unsuccessful. 

It took men some time to realize that notes stand 
for more than their actual value. At the beginning all 
commercial transactions were forms of barter. A 
man would give a pair of shoes for one hundred 
pounds of flour or a stock raiser would trade a team 
of horses for a wagon, etc., etc. Then money was 
invented and with an increased circulation the stock 
raiser would sel a number of his horses and get 
enough to pay for his wagon. Other trades people. 
did likewise. Finally in the present generation, deal- 
ers realize that it is not necessary to have money on 
the counter before deliveries can be made, and that it 
is profitable in many instances to extend credit. This 
is one example of the development of the ability to 
form abstract ideas. An I O U requires abstract 
thinking. Actual barter is an example of thinking 
in the concrete. 

When applied to the hardware trade, abstract 
thinking is as necessary to-day as it is in every other 
industry, in every other walk of life. You will in- 
variably find that the successful merchant is the one 
who has the best developed imagination, or, in other 
words, who can think best in the abstract. Moreover 
vou will find that abstract thinking or the ability to 
form ideas is confined to successful rather than un- 
successful business men. 

Window displays are a good example of the idea. 
A merchant who is accustomed to thinking in the con- 
crete entirely will argue to himself: “Window dis- 
plays are expensive. They take up a lot of room, shut 
off the light, require time, patience, money and ideas. 
They are not worth the cost. I want customers on 
the inside not the outside of the store.” This dealer 
cannot realize that these expenditures will more than 
repay themse'ves—that a model kitchen or new dis- 
coveries in the line of roofing, heating, carpentry, etc., 
will bring people into the store—that profits accruing 
therefrom will more than repay burning of a candle 
in the back room. They cannot understand how fill- 
ing up four by twelve feet of seemingly useless space 
will ultimately bring them more than the occupancy 
of the same space. with a cornice brake. It is beyond 
them. They demand to be shown. They cannot see 
a thing unless it is presented in black and white and 
then jammed down their throat with a potato masher. 





Take advertising! Go to the average retailer and 
tell him to advertise in his local paper, and he will 
tell you that he is sick and tired of paying out money 
for an intangible something that he knows nothing 
about and that does him absolutely no benefit. A 
dealer pays $100.00 to a jobbing house and gets in 
return four dozen dish pans, eight tea kettles, one doz- 
en washing machines, three boxes of tin plates and a 
couple of steel ranges. He pays out the $100.00 and 
he knows that he got a certain amount of actual, ma- 
terial, substantial things for it. When a newspaper 
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sends in its bill for a two-inch single column space, 
fifty-two inches, one year, the dealer lets it hang fire. 
He got nothing for the advertisement ; he cannot !ook 
around the store and see the actual returns ; he cannot 
use his block enough to realize that he did get returns 
without actually seeing them. 

[ know of a brainy, progressive retailer who has 
the right idea. He told me a few days ago that on 
December 23rd he was going to press his two delivery 
wagons into service and a number of extra employes 
and deliver to every single householder in the vicinity 
three holly wreaths for Christmas decoration. Each 
one of these wreaths will cost him a little less than 
twenty-five cents. They are good holly wreaths. 
This outlay involves somewhere in the neighborhood 
of $400.00. Will he ever get it back? You, Mr. 
Dealer, who have been unsuccessful and have been 
bothered by catalogue houses or who find that your 
customers are decreasing vear after year, will say no. 
You put yourself in a class with animals. You ac- 
knowledge that abstract thinking is impossible for 
vou. The retailer that I mentioned, the one who 
will give awav these holly wreaths, has done it before. 
The gifts are in line with his whole policy. When 
he took up his business it amounted to between $8,000 
and $9,000 a vear. Now it is about $40,000, and is 
constantly growing. Customers won't run in the same 
day those holly wreaths are received and buy material 
for their cousin’s brother-in-law’s sister’s kitchen. 
The original cost won’t come back a week after the 
holly wreaths were bought, but the effect wil! be good. 
Every cent paid for the holly wreaths will be returned 
in more than double its face value. 

I will give each reader an opportunity to test his 
imaginative powers, his ability to look forward and 
foresee, to let plans develop in his own brain. Are you 
one of the six out of ten who pronounce the holly 
wreath p'an absolutely impractical? Are you one of 
the two out of ten that will call the scheme possible 
and commendable and suitable for next Christmas? 
\re you the one out of ten that happens to think of 
New Year’s and realizes that some advertising gift 
can be distributed in vour community on this occasion, 
but that there is not enough time between now and 


then? Are you the one, not out of ten, but out of one 


hundred, that realizes that New Year’s is a suitable 
occasion and promptly takes action by telegraphing 
an order to a large jobber for eight hundred one-pound 
boxes of good, really decent candy to be distributed 
the Saturday before New Year’s?

The Central Freight Association has adopted res- 
olutions, fixing the differentials on east-bound freight 
from St. Louis as against East St: Louis. It was 
agreed that in the through rates from St. Louis the 
following differentia’s higher than the East St. Louis 
rates should prevail: First-class, two cents; second- 
class, two cents ; third and fourth classes, one cent ; fifth 
and sixth classes, one-half cent, one hundred pounds. 
On special commodity rates, it was agreed that the 
differentials will be ten cents per ton, net o1 gross. 


The Federal Stove Company, formerly The Ca- 
hoone Company, manufacturers of Aerflame Stoves, 
have established a Western Department with head- 
quarters at St. Charles, Illinois, where Aerflame spe- 
cialties will be made for general Western territory. 
The Western department will be under the manage- 
ment of B. W. Dodson and it is understood that a 
new line of steel ranges embodying the Cahoone or 
Aerflames patents will be ready for the market early 
in 1906, announcement regarding which will duly ap- 
pear in this journal. 


John F. Parker, the Chicago agent for A. J. Linde- 
mann, Hoverson & Company, Milwaukee, manufac- 
turers of sheet metal goods, gas and gasolene stoves, 
wickless vil stoves and stoves and ranges, has re- 
signed his position to represent the Eclipse Gas Stove 
Company of Rockford, Illinois, in the West. Mr. 
Parker has been with Lindemann, Hoverson & Com- 
pany for some time and his work has created satis- 
faction. He is popular with members of the trade 
and with the company from which he has resigned. 
George W. Rue has accepted Mr. Parker’s former 
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positon and will conduct the agency at 46-48 South 
Canal Street, Chicago. 

Rebating freight charges, discriminating in favor 
of certain shippers and the tariff on imports and ex- 
ports. were made subjects for special criticism and 
condemnation in the annual report of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission which was made public on 
December 14th. The commission goes into the sub- 
ject deeply, taking exception to the present custom of 
making annual reports of railroad accidents. In the 
opinion of the commission, these reports should be 
made each month and all classes of persons included. 
The commission points out that the Elkins Law is 
insufficient for present purposes and recommends re- 
vision. The subject was handled without gloves. 

Intelligence in dogs is vividly illustrated in a cal- 
endar for the new year now in process of distribution 
by the Culter & Proctor Stove Company. The ca- 
nines are English setters pointing a flock of quail. 
Many artists have attempted paintings of dogs and 
other animals, few have met with success.

STOVE PRICES. 
The recular monthly meeting of the New York 
State and the Northern Pennsylvania Stove Manufac 
turers’ Association was held in New York City on 


Thursday, December 14th. There were four members 
of the Pennsy!vania Stove Manufacturers’ Association 
present and four from New England. The advisabil 
ity of advancing selling prices to cover the increased 
cost of production was the only matter of special in- 
terest introduced for discussion. The New York State 
Association members will advance their quotations five 
per cent, the advance to take effect January Ist. Dur- 


ing the last six months, and, in fact, for all of the 
present vear, pig iron prices have been above normal. 
In keeping with the increased cost of production, it is 
but natural that manufacturers should desire to ad- 
vance their own quotations. Stocks are low at pres- 
ent and higher prices would result if the laws of sup- 
py and demand were allowed to adjucticate without 
interference. 

The Pennsylvania Stove Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion held their monthly meeting on December 2oth. 
While reports have not been received, it is expecied 
they will agree to collectively advance prices five per 
cent also. The prospects in New England are dubious. 
The action of the New England manufacturers will 
probably be guided by that of their fellow manufac- 
turers in New York and Pennsylvania.

He will try by buying a larger 
quantity to get it for $18.00 from the manufacturer. If -he 
succeeds he will retail the article for $20.0q The jobber 
gets eliminated and the smaller retailer suffers. If he fails 
he looks for a substitute, carries very little of the article and 
only sells it when he can not sell the substitute. Is this boy- 
cott? No, it is fight, fight, fight and the outcome looks to 
us that the manufacturer who gives the-catalogue house 
better prices than the cash buying retailer gets, will not have 
his goods fairly represented by the retailers. 

Your “Retailer” wants the personnel of the catalogue 
house committee changed. Come out of the coal bin and tel! 
us why you accuse them of a campaign conducted under the 
bed. We want the present committee to stick. We know 
them personally and have confidence in their ability to do 
things. 

We have accepted more catalogue house checks returned 
to their customers and spent with us this season than ever 
before. Does that mean anything? 

We believe that friends should be frank with one an- 
other and in view of our twenty years’ friendship with the

It contains 
many suggestions and much good-advice as to the 
manner in which the aggressive and up-to-date hard- 
ware dealer should conduct his business in order to 
obtain the greatest possib'e returns. The methods and 
principles conducive to the greatest success are also 
introduced and are flawless as regards their value to 
the hardwareman, who must bend every effort to keep 
to the front in this enterprising age. 

On the whole, the hardwaremen’s edition of “The 
Butler Way” is exceptional as a most interesting help- 
er and guide and is deserving of the most favorable 
comment. 

Among the first paragraphs contained in the booklet 
the merchant is advised to first learn the wants of his 
customers and then to “stock up.” A few of the 
paragraphs referred to follow: 

The dealer who knows all about a single line of merchan 
dise and insists that customers ought to want what he says 
are the best goods to be had may have prospered well enough 
a generation ago. 

As a rule people then seemed content to buy that way, 
taking without question what one merchant offered in one 


line and another merchant in another line as the goods 
which they, the people, were in duty bound to want 
But as their wants increased in number and variety, 


people more and more drifted to the stores that could supply 
more than a single line of wants and would do so without 
argument as to why they, the people, should want something 
better and different. 

To-day, then, supplying the goods the people want by 
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the methods they prefer is the more profitable course for 
the merchant—whatever may be his personal opinion of the 
goods the people want and of the methods they prefer. 

Go with the stream and your effort will carry you farther 
than if you go against it. And—are you in business for the 
money there is in it or for the purpose of making others con- 
form to your opinions as to what their money should be 
spent for? 

As to the great importance of an effective display 
of wares the following is said: 

Realization of changed trade requirements and determi- 
nation to fit yourself to them can hardly show in any one 
direction more resultfully than in the way you display your 
goods. 

Make your stock attractive. Make your whole store at- 
tractive. People generally like that way of storekeeping well 
enough to go blocks out of their way to buy even a trifling 
thing where goods are kept in nice, clean, attractive style 
and where customers are made to feel at home and to. un- 
derstand that their business is appreciated. 

They cannot buy on sight in your store unless they do 
see your goods. If you keep your wares way up near the 
ceiling in-dust proof boxes, don’t be disappointed because 
they stay there. 

Then after all arrangements for inspection have 
been made, the booklet in the following lines urges the 
use of plenty of “printer’s” ink: 

However expert you may become in the use of your 
show windows so long as they are not sure to be seen by 
practically all who might trade with you, printed matter must 
continue to be your main reliance in urging people to enter 
your store. 

True it calls for more exertion to make every piece of 
printed matter give convincing reasons for coming to your 
store. But that is the kind of advertising that produces re- 
sults—even among men. And it is advertising not impos- 
sible for the average hardware man in the average town. 

Get rid of the impression that there is anything mys- 
terious or impossible about the subject. Believe that, so far 
as it applies to your store, the mastery of advertising is 
easily within your power. Go at it without any feeling that 
advertising is more than the use of printers’ ink in place 
of your voice in the sale of your goods. Then, knowing 
your own store, the kind of printed matter you will have 
to rely on and about how much you have to spend, work out 
the advertising problem as it is for you. 

Look upon each advertisement as nothing more—nor less 
—that a new effort to make such a printed presentation of 
certain goods as will make a greater proportion of people 
than ever before desire your offerings enough to come to 
your store for them 

From another page is taken the following extract, 
which is termed a recapitulation of the Butler way of 
merchandising : 

Handle many lines; 

Make every dollar of capital turn’ as frequently as pos- 


sible; 
Seek the trade of all classes of buyers; 


Buy in small lots and often; 

Buy, through man or catalogue, by value and not by 
favor;

LABOR SAVER. 


While much attention has been given to improving 
machinery and the devices used by men in contra dis- 
tinction to those used by women, the latter market 
has proved to be a profitable field. The territory is 
partly unexplored, so to speak, and there are many 
ingenious devices that prove of value to dealers and 
manufacturers. Up to a few years ago the house- 
keeper was compelled to sweep with a broom, and 
then col'ect the sweepings in a small dust-pan. Now 
almost every well-to-do housekeeper has a carpet 
sweeper, and in case a broom is used, she can be fur- 
nished with a dust collector that can be operated while 
the house maid is standing upright. Washing ‘ma- 
chines take the place of a scrub board to a great ex- 
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tent, and ice cream can be made in three different 
varieties at one time. Other ingenious devices of a 
like nature are numerous. One has been invented and 
is being manufactured by C. A. Goddard of Akron, 
Ohio. 

It is a mop wringer composed of four pieces. These 
are made of malleable iron, and as such are practical- 
ly unbreakable. The four pieces consist of a body, a 
follower, a handle and a small connecting rod. The 
device is operated by the hand while the user is in an 
upright position. The simplicity of this contrivance, 
its low price, its light weight and its extreme durabil- 
ity make it desirable for family as well as business use. 
It is so shaped that there is room for placing the mop 
in the bucket and then in the press, and the operator 
can carry the mop in the bucket and the bucket itself, 
together with the mop wringer with one hand. By 
pressing the handle, the mop can be wrung as dry as 
desired. It is not necessary to touch the mop with 
the hands, and accordingly strong washing fluids and 
boiling water can be used. The manufacturer will 
furnish new parts without charge to the owner of the 
wringer in case of unwarranted breakage.

Most farmers, and, in fact, even intelligent men, 
well educated and well vessed in the affairs of the 
world,’ know very little about the manner in which 
wire fencing is manufactured. The audience to be 
addressed should always be considered. If the audi- 
ence is well educated on wire fencing, if they know 
which brands are best and why, the advertisement of 
Mr. Marshall is commendable. If, however, they are 
not positive whether fencing is welded or wrought, 
and if it is welded, whether it is done by electricity 
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ds this Your Wife? 
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or some other method, etc., then it is only fair to say 
that if the advertisement were a little less technical it 
would prove more profitable. 





The press work and the typographical appearance 
of the advertisement of Pfefferkorn’s hardware, St. 
Charles, Minnesota, are abominable. The reading mat- 
ter, however, is so original, so convincing and so 
much of a trade pulling character that the defects of 
the advertisement can readily be overlooked.

In reply to question of Farquhar Bros., Leon, Iowa, 
in regard to heating, I wish to say that the basement 
floor can be heated as fo'lows: Put a partition in cap 
of furnace, being sure that it fits tight to top of cap. 
Take one cold air from basement and connect on same 
side of furnace that the hot air pipe is taken from. 
To heat that room, take one cold air from upper floor 
and connect to opposite side of furnace, and take off 
hot air pipe over same. 

The partition should go down to or nearly to top of 
dome. And the run to basement should enter the 
side wall as low as possible. While I do not advocate 
heating a room in this manner, I am positive it can 
be done, as I have one job working on this plan. | 
believe it would be more economical to excavate and 
put the furnace under the room.

PITTSBURGH CATALOGUE. 


The Pittsburgh Stove & Range Company have an 
interesting liné of furnaces fully described in two cat- 
alogues recently issued. The Etna furnace has been 
on the market for slightly over five years in its pres- 
ent style of construction. It was announced when the 
furnace was introduced that the construction was dur- 
able and satisfactory in every way to the trade as 
well as the user. The broad claims made for this 
furnace were considered ridiculous by some, but they 
have been verified by usage. Sufficient time has 
elapsed to prove the worth of the furnace and manu- 
facturers point with pride to its record. 

The fire pot used with the Etna is divided into two 
halves. This division permits expansion and contrac- 
tion without the accompanying danger of cracking. 
It has been demonstrated that a weak, if not the weak-' 
est part of a fire pot is the middle; half-way between 
the top and bottom., Parts of the fire pot become 
overheated while others are not heated to the same 
extent. Expansion takes place more rapidly in some 
places than in others and cleavage is the result. The 
Etna fire pot is cast with heavy ribs on the inside 
which permit the free circulation of air from the bot- 
tom to the top. This betters the combustion as does 
also the vertical sides of the pot which prevent the 
accumulation of dead ashes. The outside of the fire 
pot is cast with blades or wings. These act as deflect- 
ors, giving a more.even distribution of the air over 
the surface. 
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An air blast is provided for securing better com- 
bustion. It is used for either hard or soft coal. A 
hollow cast iron ring is placed between the upper ring 
of the fire pot and the combustion chamber. Currents 
of cold air are drawn from the outside of the furnace 
through openings of.the main front directly under the 
feed door. These are superheated and discharged 
through small openings on the inside of the air blast 
ring and over the top of the fire. Mingling with the 
smoke, soot and gases, they consume a valuable por- 
tion of the fuel which would otherwise be wasted. 

Among other interesting features of the Etna, may 
be mentioned the triplex grate, the jointless ash pit 
and the steel or cast radiator. 

The Tremont steel plate furnace is fully described 
in an illustrated catalogue and its supplement. This 
furnace is heavy and owing to its careful and inge- 
nious construction is smoke and gas tight. The com- 
bustion chamber is built on vertical lines from top to 
base ring. The body is made of one piece of steel. 
Two forms of radiators are furnished, one for the 
portable and the other for the brick set style. Those 
on the portable furnace are made in the form of a 
crescent and connected to the body of the furnace by 
two cast iron collars. The long fire travel in the cres- 
cent radiator utilizes the warmth in the products of 
combustion to the greatest extent. The radiator used 
with the brick set style is provided with an air flue 
through the center affording large radiating surface. 
The heat products are carried from the combustion 
chamber to the radiator and divided. Half is passed 
around each side. By means of a system of baffle 
plates they are directed from the top to the bottom of 
the radiator twice before being discharged into the 
flue.

INTERSECTION BETWEEN GABLE MOULD AND SQUARE RE- 
TURN AT TOP OF GABLE PATTERNS ARISING FROM IN- 
TERSECTION FULLY SHOWN AND DESCRIBED, 

I will now take up the problem of the square miter 
return at top of gable. The line S-M, meaning square 
miter, in the 3d angle, is the horizontal trace of the 
cutting plane; M-go° is the vertical trace. The cut- 












ting plane is read perpendicular to horizontal plane, 
inclined to vertical. In this problem and every similar 
problem you must conceive the wall line in gable as 
the edge of a brick wall, returning indefinite. The 
gable mould is the front view of wall. In this problem 
we consider all that portion of the gable mould ex- 
tending from the ground line, Ist angle, to the re- 
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quired form of the projected view, of the intersec- 
tion, as shown in the 2d angle by 1-2-3-4-5-6-7-8-9-10- 
11-12. The cutting plane cuts entirely through the 
gable mould as shown in plan. The points of intersec- 
tion are projected in points not numbered in plan, 
where the horizontals cross line S?7M. Draw the ver- 
tical lines through the points in plan, to intersect the 
traces of those same lines in gable, in the points I-2-3- 
4-5-6-7-8-9-10-11-12. You will find, as before stated, 
that I-II-12 are on wall line. Each one of the other 
points in projection represents the projection of the 
same numbered point, as shown in the primitive pro- 
file in gable, by the corresponding figures 1-2-3-4-5- 
6-7-8-9-10-11-12, and the letters a-b-c-d-e-f-g. Note 
the 45° cutting plane always cuts a full projection view 
from the moulding. 

PATTERN TO JOIN SQUARE RETURN AT TOP OF GABLE. 

The pattern is obtained in the usual manner. 
Through the points on the profile as shown draw lines 
perpendicular to pitch of gable, cutting the pattern 
lines in points. Lines traced through the points give 
the miter pattern F to join the pattern cut from the 
profile of the square return at top of gable. 

Square miter pattern obtained from profile square 
return top of gable. From point M in ground line 
draw the vertical line as shown in 3d angle. On this 
line space the points 1-2-3-4-5-6-7-8-9-10-II-12. 
Through the points draw horizontals and from the 
points of division on profile in gable draw vertical 
lines to interseet the pattern lines numbered similar 
in the points as shown in 3d angle. Lines traced 
through the points give the square miter pattern, to 
join pattern F in gable, pattern sheet. 


INTERSECTION BETWEEN A MOULDING IN AN INCLINED 
PLANE AND A HORIZONTAL MOULDING ACUTE ANGLE 
IN PLAN—ALL OPERATIONS FULLY SHOWN AND DE- 
SCRIBED. 


This problem is similar to all the other problems. 
This problem and the octagon return at top of gable 
have not been shown or described in any book on in- 
tersections that I have read. I constructed this prob- 
lem as every other, for the purpose of giving examples 
of intersections between mouldings. The line 67%4°- 
M, 3d angle, is the horizontal trace of the cutting 
plane. The vertical trace is M-go°. The plane is read 
precisely the same as the last. Note—Every trace that 
is inclined to the ground line in the horizontal plane of 
projection is read perpendicular to horizontal, inclined 
to vertical, just the reverse to what it appears on paper. 
This cutting plane cuts entirely through all the lines 
as shown in plan in points not numbered. The points 
of intersection are projected where the plane cuts the 
lines drawn through the points 1-2-3-4-5-6-7-8-9-10- 
11-12. In the plan these horizontals intersect the hori- 
zontal trace of the cutting plane in points, plainly 
shown. Through those points, draw vertical lines in- 
tersecting the lines drawn in gable mould, giving the 
projected form of intersection as shown. Draw the 
lines perpendicular to the pitch of gable, from the 
points in the gable to intersect the pattern lines in 
points. Lines traced through the points give pattern 
G. The form of the horizontal return mould is not 
shown, but is found by drawing horizontal lines 
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through the points on the profile of the pro- 
jected form of the intersection, and on_ those 
horizontal lines space off the projection of the 
primitive gable mould, indicated by the numbers 
I-2-3-4-5-6-7-8-9-10-1 1-12 and a-b-c-d-e-f-g. As shown 
on plan the return mould has the same projection as 
the gable mould. The full height of the horizontal 
return mould is from point 12, indicated by the arrow, 
to the top point of the required form of this intersec- 
tion, as shown by the top line of gable mould and the 
vertical line drawn from the extreme intersecting point 
in plan.

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Trade Report. 


IRON AND STEEL MARKET. 

Chicago, December 22.—Specifications continue extremely 
heavy, but new business is light. Few orders have been re- 
ceived but as a scarcity of new business is to be expected 
during the holiday season, no apprehension is felt. The 
diminution of orders during the last two weeks has not been 
so great as in former years. All of the finished material 
markets are strong, the material going into immediate con- 
sumption. Prices are firm and this fact in the face of small 
demand gives added strength to the situation. The nearness 
of the new year and the footing up of figures for the year’s 
work makes it seem probable that 1905 will offer statistics 
more favorable than the most optimistic prophet considered 
possible. 

Little business was transacted in the pig iron market 
but specifications were heavy. Stocks are low and prices 
firm. Gray malleable and steel castings and the high silicon 
irons are especially scarce. It is reported that shading on 
the $14.50 Birmingham, schedule for number two toundry, 
is taking place. Investigation developed the fact, however, 
that prices were being cut by only a few isolated stacks and 
then only twenty-five cents a ton. Two furnaces were blown 
out during the last week for repairs. These stacks will be 
idle until the middle of February. This means a loss of 
between eighteen and twenty thousand tons in the productive 
capacity of pig iron furnaces. The new furnaces of the IIli- 
nois Steel Company at South Chicago are fast approaching 
completion, the work being rushed forward. Northern irons, 
number two, are strong at $19.50, Chicago. Jackson county 
silvery ten per cent silicon are quoted at $24.30, Chicago. 

The iron bar market is strong and prices are made on 
the basis of 1.85 to 2c. Steel bars are quoted at 1.66%c. 
The iron bar market is quiet so far as new business is con- 
cerned but specifications on both bar iron and steel bars 
equal or exceed the capacity of the mills. Premiums of from 
$3.00 to $5.00 a ton are being asked for immediate shipment 
on steel bars. The warehouse trade is heavy. 

The sheet market is stronger though shading of prices 
continues on box annealed sheets. Blue annealed sheets are 
quite firm. The market is stronger than last week, the speci- 
fications on existing contracts coming more heavily. The 
demand from store is somewhat limited though a revival of 
interest may be looked for after the holidays. 

Contracts for plate requirements for two large lake 
steamers were booked during the week under review. These 
will aggregate four thousand tons. It is expected that con- 
tracts for four additional vessels will approximate ‘eight 
thousand tons will be let in the near future. Specifications 
for steel cars are extremely heavy. Prices are without 
change. 

The merchant steel market is quiet but busy. New or- 
ders are not so scarce as usually and many firms are send- 
ing in orders which duplicate those sent in earlier in the 
year. Prices without change and firm. 

The continuation of warm weather has done much to 
soften the scrap iron market. Dealers who have based claims 
and prices upon the usual snow falls and cold weather of 
December now find their calculations crumbling and are 
commencing to weaken under the bearish onslaught. The 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, Pere Marquette, and the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton Railroad offered lists during 
the week that aggregate four thousand tons. Prices weakened 
from fifty cents to seventy-five cents per ton for number one 
railroad wrought. These are now quoted at from $18.00 to 
$18.50 per net ton. Other prices are without change and we 
quote stove plate and light cast scrap at from $12.00 to $12.50. 


PIG IRON. 
Rogers, Brown & Company will say in their weekly re- 
port: 
Again the pace at which production and consumption are 


proceeding is evidenced by the records reported for Novem 
ber. Production during that month was over two» million 
tons, at the rate of twenty-four and a quarter million tons 
per annum. In spite of this record-breaking output the sur- 
plus was taken care of and stocks on hand were reduced over 
eighty-three thousand tons during the month, this in the 
face of adverse car conditions and with customers clamoring 
for additional shipments. Had the car situation been normal 
stocks would probably have been reduced over one hundred 
thousand tons. 

Buying generally is quiet. The approach of the holidays 
seems to have no restriction whatever on consumption, as 
the demand for raw material continues unabated. All con- 
ditions favor the present rate of consumption and possibly an 
increase after the first of the year. Unquestionably, manu- 
facturers will start 1906 with record-breaking business ahead, 
and it is up to producers to meet conditions. If it were not 
for the tremendous output, there would be an alarming short- 
age of pig iron at the present time. A note which hitherto 
has been frequently sounded at this time of year, namely, the 
request for delay in shipments on account of holiday let-up, 
is absolutely lacking and has given place to increased de- 
meets by buyers for anticipation on orders wherever pos- 
sible. , 

Generally speaking, there has been no change in prices, 
but there is a more confident and firmer tone to the market 
at present figures than heretofore. Independent steel com- 
panies have recently purchased Low Phosphorus, Standard 
Bessemer and Basic iron, and upward of 25,000 tons of Penn- 
sylvania and Virginia Basic have been bought for first half 
of next year. There are now inquiries in the market for 
delivery of similar material during the second half. The 
Steel Corporation continues to be in the market for Standard 
Bessemer, and the various pipe companies have bought in 
moderate amounts, but the total footing up well. A remark- 
able advance in Ferro-Manganese has been noted during the 
past few weeks. 

Possibly the most important feature of the week has 
been the continued pressure on mills for large tonnage of 
structural steel and steel rails. Notwithstanding the re- 
markable orders which have been chronicled here from 
time to time, a number of contracts have been placed during 
the week, and others are coming out daily. There seems to 
be no let-up to a demand which had been judged to have 
reached its high tide during the fall. Rail orders approxi- 
mating 75,000 to 80,000 tons have been closed and other 
tonnage is still under negotiation. So far during December 
it is estimated that contracts for structural steel will foot 
up 125,000 tons. 

Coke continues strong with operators contending strenu- 
ously against the increasing car shortage and adverse weather 
conditions, which are now in force. For the next two weeks 
any tonnage shipped is considered just that much good for- 
tune as the annual holiday season by the labor class at mines 
and ovens becomes a feature which operators have long 
since surrendered to as one of the inevitable drawbacks of 
the business. 





Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly 
report: 

Ordinarily at this time of the year there is a perceptible 
lull in the iron trade. But this year, contrary to all prece- 
dent, pig iron sellers are finding themselves importuned for 
more and heavier shipments. Apparently consuniption has 
not begyn to lag, and the business of the country is keeping 
up at the record rate. Of course the absence of genuine 
winter weather has been of wonderful help, for up to to-day 
outdoor operations have not been seriously interfered with 
in any part of the country. 

There has been a rather quiet time as far as actual sales 
of pig iron are concerned, but there is a growing interest, and 
this week has seen transactions of considerable volume. 
Nearly all the contracts have been for delivery over the 
earlier months of the year. There is still a very large 
quantity of pig iron to be bought. It is probable that there 
will in the early months of 1906 be.a decided shortage in 
some directions. Stocks in November were very decidedly 
reduced, and there is on hand nowhere any appreciable 
amount of pig iron. In ore and coke business during the 
week has been phenomenal. There have been sales of great 
magnitude, and these sales mean that it is going to cost a 
great deal more to make pig iron next year than it has cost 
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this year. The logical sequence is that prices necessarily will 
stay on a higher plane than in the past. 

In regard to present prices, they are as steady as the 
Rotk of Gibraltar. There are no concessions obtainable any- 
where in the market. It has been seldom that a year has 
closed that was satisfactory in than the 


more retrospect 





present year or that promised more in the future.
